Some Things to 
Think About 


John Wesley traveled 250,000 miles 
on horseback, averaging twenty miles 
a day for forty years. He preached 
40,000 sermons; produced hundreds of 
books; knew ten languages. At eighty- 
three he was concerned that he could 
not write more than fifteen hours a 
day without hurting his eyes, and at 
eighty-three he was ashamed he could 
not preach more than twice a day, 
and noted in his journal that there 
was an increasing tendency to lie in 
bed until 5:30 in the morning. 

“Must we be carried to the skies, 
on flowery beds of ease, while others 
fought to win the prize and sailed 
through bloody seas?” 


Theodore Roosevelt, at sixteen, 
called on his pastor, the Rev. James M. 
Ludlow, and said: “Doctor, I am 
thoroughly convinced that. the doc- 
trines as taught in my home and in 
your church are true. One thing I 
am especially sure of, namely, that a 
man who has this faith, ought to say 
so. May I come to Communion and 
say so?” 

Why not Federal Aid to Education? 

Senator Hill (Dem., Ala.) said 
he is “reasonably sure” a bill for Fed- 
eral aid to education will be passed 
by this congress. 

Under the bill $300,000,000 in Fed- 
eral funds would be distributed to the 
state to help pay public school ex- 
penses.

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The Personality of the Holy Ghost 


TEXT:“And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
for ever,’ John 14:16. 


INTRODUCTION: Christ is referred 
to in the Scriptures as “the express 
image of his person,” Heb. 1:13. 
Webster gives the definition of the

word “PERSON” to mean oneself, one 
of the three components of the triune 
Godhead. The Holy Ghost is always 
referred to as the last personality, or 
as He or Him. God stands out first, 
Christ second, and the Holy Ghost 
third, in the Scripture the Father, 
and the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
Matt. 28:19. The Holy Ghost is the 
third member of the Godhead bodily 
and the sovereignty of the third God- 
head dispensational reign. The God- 
head family worked in unison in the 
creation of world and man. “Let us” 
was the key words of triune unity. 
God, in the first Godhead dispensa- 
tional reign, spoke directly and 
through the prophets; in the second 
reign He spoke to us by His Son. Heb. 
1:1, 2. In the third reign God speaks 
by the Holy Ghost. The Holy Ghost 
speaks not of Himself, “but whatso- 
ever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak,” John 16: 13. God sent His Son

into the world, John 3:16. God sent 
the Holy Ghost into the world, John 
14:17, 26. Christ came to do the work 
of Him that sent Him. The Holy Ghost 
came to take up where Christ 
returned to the Father, and finish the 
work begun on Calvary. 


THE THIRD PERSONALITY 


Of the Godhead bodily. Christ was 
not the only personality that had an 
earthly body. The Holy Ghost has our 
earthly body as His dwelling upon 
earth. Our body is the temple or body 
of the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. 6:19. He lives 
with our spirit in the human body, 
that is, if “the Spirit itself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are 
the children of God,” Rom. 8:16. This 
writing is not based upon the Trinity 
but rather the personality and activ- 
ities of the Holy Ghost. However, the 
Holy Ghost is a member of the Trin- 
ity. “For there are THREE that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word (Jesus, John 1:14) and the 
Holy Ghost,” 1 John 5:7. In John 14: 
26 the THREE are very clearly noted, 
“But the Comforter, which is the 
HOLY GHOST, whom the FATHER 
will send in MY NAME (Jesus), he 
shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you.” 

At the baptism of Jesus, the Trin- 
ity was present and very distinct. 
“Now when all the people were bap- 
tized, it came to pass, that JESUS 
also being baptized, and praying, the 
heaven was opened, and the HOLY 
GHOST descended in a bodily shape 
like a dove upon him, and a VOICE 
came from heaven, which said, Thou 
art MY BELOVED SON; in thee I am 
well pleased,” Luke 3:21, 22. As Jesus 
was coming out of the water, the Holy 
Ghost, in a bodily shape like unto a 
dove, and the Father speaking from 
heaven were present. The Holy Ghost 
is honored in water baptismal name- 
sake: “Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the HOLY GHOST,” Matt. 28:19. Paul 
renders to the Holy Ghost recognition 
as a member of the Godhead bodily: 
“The grace of the LORD JESUS 
CHRIST, and the love of GOD, and 


the communion of the HOLY GHosr 
be with you all,” 2 Cor. 13:14 The 
three are again pictured in the 
life of Stephen: “But he, being 
FULL OF THE HOLY GHOogr 
looked up steadfastly into heaven, 
and saw the GLORY OF G0), 
and JESUS standing 
RIGHT HAND OF GOD,” Acts 17:5, 
The Holy Ghost was in Stephen and 
Jesus was standing on the right hand 
of God.

The word and unction of receiving 
the Holy Ghost is “FILLED WITH THE 
HOLY GHOST.” Jesus was FULL of 
the Holy Ghost. Luke 4:1. “And they 
were all FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST.” Acts 2:4. “But he, being 
FULL OF THE HOLY GHOST,” Acts 
7:55. “That thou mightest receive thy 
sight and be FILLED WITH THE 
HOLY GHOST,” Acts 9:17. “For he 
was a good man, and FULL OF THE 
HOLY GHOST,” Acts 17:24. “Then 
Peter, FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST,” Acts 4:8. “And they were 
all FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness.” Acts 4:31. “Then 
Saul, (who also is called Paul,) 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY GHOST,” 
Acts 13:9. The mother of Jesus 
was in the upper room and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, Acts 1:4; 2:4. The 
people of Samaria were baptized in 
water, yet they had not been filled 
with the Holy Ghost, Acts 8:16, “For 
as yet he was fallen upon NONE OF 
THEM, only they were BAPTIZED in 
the name of the Lord Jesus.” How- 
ever, later they were filled with the 
HOLY GHOST, but not when baptized, 
“Then laid they their hands on them, 
and they RECEIVED THE HOLY 
GHOST,” verse 17. Cornelius and his 
household received the Holy Ghost 
before being baptized in water. 
“While Peter yet spake these words, 
the HOLY GHOST FELL ON ALL OF 
THEM which heard the word,” Acts 
10:44. After the Holy Ghost filled 
their hearts, they were commanded 
to be baptized in water. “Can any man 
forbid WATER, that these should not 
BE BAPTIZED, which HAVE RE- 
CEIVED THE HOLY GHOST, as well 
as we, and he COMMANDED THEM 
TO BE BAPTIZED in the name of the 
Lord. Then prayed they him to tarry 
certain days (doubtlessly to baptize 
them) ,” Acts 10:47, 48. 

Paul acknowledged that he was not 
sent to baptize in water but to preach 
the gospel. “For Christ sent me NOT 
TO BAPTIZE, but to PREACH THE 
GOSPEL,” 1 Cor. 1:17. Paul was 
thankful that he had not baptized 
too many; “I thank God that I bap- 
tized none of you, but Crispus and 
Gaius; and I baptized the household 
of Stephanas: besides, I know not 


whether I baptized any other,” 1 Cor. 
1:14, 16. This is proof that he did not 
baptize in water the twelve men at 
Ephesus. Paul asked, “Unto what then 
were you baptized?” They answered, 
“Unto John’s baptism.” 


John’s bap- 








tism was in water. Paul referred them 
to John in Matt. 3:11, where he di- 
rected the people to receive the bap- 
tism of Christ which was with the 
Holy Ghost and fire. That is what 
they received in verses 5 and 6. Jesus 
never baptized anyone; the disciples 
did baptize. “Though Jesus himself 
baptized not, but his disciples,” John 
4:2. John the Baptist was filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and if he ever was 
baptized in water we have no record. 
He did tell Christ that “I have need 
to be baptized of thee,” Matt. 3:14. 
However, the Holy Ghost baptism was 
not his. 


OFFICIAL, OBLIGATORY CAPACITY 

As He is to take of Christ and ad- 
minister the will of God to mankind. 
Upon the office of His administration 
rests the responsibility of saving the 
world, sanctifying the heart of the 
converted. The kingdom of God is in 
the hands of the Holy Ghost. Rom. 14: 
17. The Church is guided and given 
power for service by the Holy Ghost. 
When the love of God enters the 
heart, the Holy Ghost places it there, 
“And hope maketh not ashamed; be- 
cause the LOVE OF GOD is shed 
abroad in our hearts BY THE HOLY 
GHOST which is given unto us,” Rom. 
5:5. When the blood of Christ is ap- 
plied to our hearts for our sanctifica- 
tion, the Holy Ghost officiates; “Be- 
ing sanctified by the HOLY GHOST,” 
Rom. 15:16. The Holy Ghost has no 
blood of His own, but we are sancti- 
fied by the blood of Christ, Heb. 13: 
12; however, it must be applied by the 
Holy Ghost. When ministers are 
called for the work of the Lord, it is 
the Holy Ghost who calls. “As they 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, 
THE HOLY GHOST SAID, Separate 
ME Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I HAVE CALLED THEM,” 
Acts 13:2. They were called and sent 
forth by the Holy Ghost. “So they, 
being sent forth by the HOLY 
GHOST,” verse 4. Our pastors 
are chosen by the Holy Ghost to have 
the oversight of the flock of God. 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which 
the HOLY GHOST hath made you 
overseers (pastors), to feed the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.” 

The Holy Ghost is our only chan- 
nel in receiving from Christ and of 
God. We should soon forget Christ and 
His words except that the Holy Ghost 
keeps them renewed and aflame. “He

The last place we 
stopped was in a new hut the be- 
lievers had made for us, 10 by 12 feet, 
with a carpet of pine needles which 
we used also for a bed, rather as 
springs under the sleeping bags. In 
all, we visited five places and had 
about six services. The believers were 
encouraged. In the last place two 
souls were saved, and the Lord healed 
a child of a bad ear. After she was 
prayed for, the ear burst and ran, 
and she stopped crying immediately. 
Thank the Lord! 

We returned last evening from 
Quezaltenango, where Sister Furman 
and her adopted child reside. She 
told us of the misfortune she has had 
this month. Someone cleverly relieved 
her of her whole month’s allowance, 
and she and Carol had eaten potatoes 
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for every meal. Carol prayed, “Lord, 
bless these potatoes, but I don’t like 
them.” She was tired of them, 
I suppose. 

Wayne was up with our allotment 
last week and went back the next 
morning to go with Luther and 
Dorothy to Puerto Barrios.

Thus, by this help, together with some 
hired labor and wonderful coopera- 
tion, this lovely structure, forty by 
eighty feet, with a small “T” on the 
back was erected. The building is con- 
structed of solid brick and steel, with 
an asbestos roof. Some of the out- 
standing features are: indirect light- 
ing, stained Gothic windows, hard- 
wood floors, acoustic tile ceiling, gas 
heating, and air conditioning. The 
building is modern in every respect. 


Some may wonder about the fi- 
nance. The church realized the great 
task which lay before it and began 
to work and give. Three sacrifice 
months were scheduled, and on the 
closing Sunday of the month each 
member gave his entire week’s check. 
The offerings on these Sundays aver- 
aged better than $1,800. In three 
months $9,000 was raised. Many of 
our Sunday night offerings were over 
$100 from the floor. Merchants and 
businessmen of the town gave liberal- 
ly. God, as He had promised, gave the 
church great favor, until only $15,500 
is owed on this lovely building. 

By working from 7 A. M. until 11 
and 12 P. M., also with the help of 
the L. W. W. B., this building was 
finished in just a little over five 
months of actual construction time. 
Then on November 14—THAT DAY— 
the great day dawned. People began to 
gather. After several days of hard 
rain, God’s sun rays seemed to kiss 
the building and stream through the 
windows with lovely color. 


The pianist touched the keyboard 
of the new $2,100 piano purchased by 
the Willing Workers; the musicians be- 
gan to play; the choir stood to sing 
the first hymn in God’s new house— 
a day never equaled before in Fort 
Mill! Four hundred and twenty-five 
for the first Sunday School! Brother 
Brady Dennis, state youth director, 
spoke forcibly at this hour. In the 
morning worship, Brother George 
Lemons, of Hickory, N. C., spoke on 
the subject “Enlargeness in Prayer.” 
Men and women, boys and girls 
laughed and cried as this great and 
powerful sermon went forth, for God 
Himself in great glory had come to 
His new house. 


The dedicatory message was deliv- 
ered in the afternoon service. Rev. Earl 
Paulk was at his very best. Pentecostal 
power fell and waves of majestic glory 
filled the church until the building 
seemed to vibrate with His praise. 
Many special singers were present— 
the Carter Trio, the Gospel Girls of 
Kannapolis, N. C., the Blacksburg 
Quartet, the Master’s Trio, of High 
Point, N. C., and others who contrib- 
uted greatly to the success of this day. 


At seven o’clock the evangelistic 
service began. Rev. Houston R. 
Morehead, state overseer, preached 
with power and unction to backsliders. 
This timely message was effective, 
for several were saved and others 
reclaimed. 

On Monday night, Rev. Wade H. Hor- 
ton, Charlotte, N. C., began a revival. 
Though the people had worked many 
long, hard hours on the church, God 
seemed to refresh and anoint all for 
this great meeting. Every night 
several were definitely blessed. About 
twenty years ago, while in sin, Brother 
Horton lived in Fort Mill. It was here 
he had lived recklessly for the devil. 
The thought of this filled him with 
a great evangelistic zeal. Many of his 
old buddies and friends attended the 
services to hear his messages. Men, 
whose wives had been in the Church 
of God for years while they were un- 
moved, came to God, crying and re- 
penting. Some were saved in the mill 
while working on their jobs. Such a 
revival the church had not seen in 
all its history! Eighty-two were saved, 
fifty sanctified, thirty baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and forty-one added 
to the church.
